Ince thatthe Lord _ of Eu- 
 rexx perſwadeth himſelf, that the 

diſhonor and overthrowe of the 
Dodtine Preached in the refor- 
med Churches, ofthe Realmesof 
Fraunce, Aimaine, England, Scot» 
and, Denmorke, Swethen and Po- 
and,cc.Dependeth on the con- 
futaticon ofthe Lord Pleſzi; booke, 
| written ypon the Sacrament of the Euchariſt (which doce 
 trine is maintained by this book, as it may be gathered fr6- 
 hispriuatc letters tothe L. Pleſtis,) Azifthe Miniſters of 
 allthe Kingdomes in this laſt endeuour, had putall their 
| headsinto one body,to be cut off by this new Hercules re- 
| rurned from hel. And fith forhauing onely deflowred cer- 
| taine places ofthe ſaid book, he boaſteth of the v. ory, & 
cauſeth Te Deam tobe ſungin euery place: Letno man 
blame vs it by this our writing, wee oppoſe the truth a- 
gainlt thoſe fal/hoods which haue beene publiſhed, fince 
we are thereunto bound by the duety which we owe va« 
to God,o 1d for the inſtruction of his people. 

Truth it 1s, that fince L, Pleſſig booke of the inſtitution 
of the Sacrament was publiſhed, ſome haue found out no 
other meanes to trauerſethe courſe thereof, then by | rv

liſhing both in word and writing, that the placesby 
him alleadged , as wel of holy Scripture as the Fathers, 
were falcified;yee|ding ſufficient teſtimony by this their 
Gniſter ſubrilcy,that hisallegations auerred &iuftified,the 
doctrine he profeſſed ſhould be both cleare, certaine and 
in pugnable, to | | 
cuertheleſle he patiently endured this ſlaunder,partly 
endeuouring hirnfelfe to ouer-throw it by his anſweres, 
partly cruſting that of ir (#Ife at lalt ir would giue place to 
verity; Yntillhe had intelligence that the bruite thereof 
had come tothe Kings eares, yeaand got ſo great creadit 
as he verily beleeued it. Wherupon agreeued ( yea & that 
iufly) he deſired chat hee might come to bis iultification, 
And forthat there were ſome thar laboured to divert cers 
taineGentlemen ofthe religion ynder this pretext; he 
tooke occation to requeſt the L, Biſhop of Enrenx by a 
priuate letter;thatboch ofthem might ioyne together 1na 
moſt humble petition to his Maielty, that it migtt pleaſe 
himto appoint Commiſſaries, before whome the booke 
might betherby examined, to whomin eſpeciallyhe ad 
dreſſed himiſelfe, becauſe the ſaid Biſhop was the princi- 
| ay author of the ſaid cuill report, & wrote ordinarily to 
his friends in diſgrace ofthe ſaid L.of Ple/i57; & by certain 
his ſuffragans ubliſhed the ſame from houſe to houſe, & 
as it werefromdoore to doore, By this meanes the L. of 
Pleſris promiſed himſelfe,that the ſaid L.Biſhop vpon this 
priuate letter ſent ynto him, by the handes of his bracket, 
would without any furthertrouble,repayreto Pari;whete 
as by accord of both parties, his Maicſty might ordaine 
ſuch aone of his Priuy counſell as he thought moſt fitte 
codeliuer him a true report of their conference. In which 
caſe the matter being manadged with this filence and diſe 
creation, his Maieſty might ous no other intereſt then 


the knowledge of the truth : (A care worthy of ſo a great 
| _ King 
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King andthe tytle which he beares)to know aſwell the 
ood as the euill fayth of a ſcruitour , accuſed of falſhood 
fore him : a cryme alwayes haynous, but more hay« 
nous inreſpe>t of the ſubieR being mater of Conſcience 
and Divinity. } 

Contrariwiſe the ſaid Lord Biſhop tooke a quite oppo- 
fite courſe, racling out y pon this priuate and a0 C - 
ter, apublique andinſolentbooke which he cauſed tobe 
Imprinted in his owne houſe, and publiſhed atPeris : 
by which,of this perticuler cmenala he made a pub. 
lique quarrell, and of ewoperſons, two fations, ling 
all the Catholique Romaine Church to warrant: interret« 
ing the King inall that he might in this cauſe, and princi« 
P to diſwade the examining of the booke propoſed 

y the Lord of Plef1is , whoſe HuRiGcation he knew too 
well chat he could not ouver=throw. For which cauſe hee 
articled falſely againſt the ſaid booketo draw vnto him- 
ſelfe chetytle and quallity of a Plaintife, and vndertooke 
ro approoue in preſence of his Maiefly , five hundred 
heynous andgrole errours, manifeſt and without Hiper- 
bole : yealuch ſayth he a3 they ray be judged by the one- 
ly looking on, vpon the opening of the booke , without 
entring into the judgement of the ſence, And notwith« 
Randing he offered himſelfe further, beſides that to make 
jt appeare,thatthere was not in that book one onely place 
but was eyther falſely , impertinently, or ynprofitably al» 
leaged,” Theſe were the very wordes(which the'reader 
may note-) ypon what ground hee generallycaxed the 
Whole booke, 

To this booke notwithNanding the L. of Pleſririn re« 
ſpeR ofthe King, andaccording to his owne nature , an« 
{wered with great modefty,reuealing the matter as much 
as in him ly troma publiqueco a perticuler criall rwixt 
the Bilbop and himelfe, from yu by him pretended,

ro their ſeuerallperſons.So that by ſome, this ſame ſimpli. 
city of hisanſwere was ſcarce wel interpreted.But for that 
he knew that the ſayd L. Biſhop had ſent a Coppy ofthac 
which hehad rubliſhed.and written with aduantage en- 
ough yponthe ſame ſubic&to his Maieſty, he was coun- 
ſailed likewiſeto write ynto him , beſeeching him moſt 
humbly co youchſafe to enter into the approbation of his 
fayd book, by the grant of certayne Commiſſaries of ſufh- 
cient knowledge, that might haue the charge co examine 
the ſame, from the| one cnde to the other : in publiſhing 
whereof he proteſted that he aymed at no other end, buc 


co prepare his ſubics heartes, and make them capable off 


the ſeede of ſo holya reformation in histime, 

The Doctors of Sorbonne likewiſe were ſodainely in« 
cenſed againſt this propoſition , apprehending a ſerious 
examination of this booke , and ary Sows intcheyc 
conſciences,that it could not take effecte , but to their do« 
mage and indignity : They appointed certaine Deli- 
gacepaough to make relation hereof ro the popes 
N uncio : w too wel to what inconuenience 
it might tend, ſought ove the King, to certific him hereof; 
Beſceching his Maieſty that it mighe paſſe no further:and 
laying before higeyes the iſſue therof: Annexing alwaies 
to all that he had vrged, moſt inftant complaints againſt 
the Author and the booke. But hereupon there were ſome 
that afſured him , that the matter ſhould be carried with 
ſuch Arr,&&withſuch aduantage forthe Church of Rowe,as 
the Pope could not but content himſelte therewith , and 
namely in theſe wordes: that the diſgrace ſhould light 
ypon the Heretiques,and hence-forward the \ uncio re 
mained fatiſfied, who before had been in greatperplexty, 
whichistothatendereckonedvp , that the'ſequell ofthe 
hiſtory may the berter be comprehended. 

Some few daycs after the Biſhop of Eurenx came to 
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the Court, where hee was entertained of his Majeſty with 
311 extraordinary applauſe;euery houre whiſpering in his 
eare, ſuggeſting him with allthoſe ſubcilties,W eitherhee 
could inuent or deuiſe, to bring his enterprizetoa good 
end, Onthe other ſide the Lord of Pleſſss, in what place 
ſoeuer hee preſented himſelfe, eyther his Maieſtie ſpake 
not ynto him,or if he did,it was ſo coldely, that he might 
manifeſtly perceive , that hee tooke ſmall pleaſure to 
talke with him, yetnotwithſtanding the meanes of this 
(wn one 5 > concluded ypon ewixt him and 

is oppoſite, and the King thought it good to appoint the 
conference to bec held at Fontaine-Blean,during the ad- 
iourniment of his Parlament. 

The Lord of Ewenx arriued at Fortaine-Bleauthe 27, 
of Aprill, andthe L, of Pleſizs the 28. at noone, yncom- 
maur.ded,or yncalled: yet notwithſtanding the L. of Eu- 
rex would already demaund an Acte of his comparitiue 
againlt him,for defaulting in his appearance but one day; 
andyet the Commuſſiries aboue named, were ſent, the 
day appointed for coaference;and all this without eyther 

ung him in word or deed notice thereof, yeaatthe [y- 
2 enting himſelfe before the King,he neuer ſpake ynto hi 
of it,nor any one inthe behalic of his Maiefty, 

Theſe proceedings together with the precedent, be. 
ing ſoextraordinary,made him berhinke himſelfe ; ſo thac 
hee humbly beſought the King to graunt him audience; 
which hee did the laſt Sunday in April, after ſome de- 
layes. 

"His purpoſes were,that nothing had more pierced his 
heart,then when he was giuen to ynderſtand, thathis Ma= 
iefly did belecue that hee had vied c n, eſpecially 
ina thing ſo Sacred, Thatthis his iuſt made him de- 
lirethe meanes whereby his Maieſly mighe conceiue the 
truth, which was yery eafie for him to doe, if ſo behe had 
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| noother intention to know the ſame : that if the affayres 
had been contynued in theyr firſt termes,he ſhould not be 
in any ſort greeued ;, forthat if they had beene proven p ; 

' With filence and diſcreation, his Maieſty ſhould hauc had lf 

no other intereſt, but to haue judged betweene his yp» | 
ryghtnes andthe others ſlaunders, But fince that initruth, 
by the povojng of the Biſhop of Ewrexx it had been pub- 
lyſhedthrough the whole Realme , and preuayled(o farre 
as both the Pope ang his \{«ncio were pryuy thereto,hee | 
ſaw well that his Majeſty ſhould be made beleeue chatic | 
highly concerned him, to ſfortthis ation to ſuch an ende 
Ale le coſt him, that the Pope might be conten« 
red, and the Romaine Church aduantaged: Conſequent- 
ly that hee hadthis ill hap to haue his wdge interefſed in 
this cauſe,to haue hiy King and his Maſter for a party op= 
olite, That if the queſtion were but of his uſe and honorz 
be would caſt them at his feete, and Sacrifice them to his | 
ſeruice ; But in that he was bound to the defence of truth, 
wherin Gods honor was in queſt1on,he humbly beſought 
hysMaieſty to pardon him, it he ſought iult and reaſona» 
ble meanes to warrant and defend himſelfe: and that ther« 

\ of his Maicſty had ſufficiently informed him, by the aun» 

' ſwereswhichhe made him from time to ma he was 
truely tryed by the nature ofhis affayres, to oppoſe him® | 
ſelfe againſt him.The motives which the Lof Pleſ7s, prow | 
poſed to his Maieſty at that time, were theſe. | 

The 1. correſpondent to the firſt Pagpeiden by him 
propounded to the L. of Eur.that it might pleaſe his Ma= 
ity to giue charge tothe Commiſlariesto examine & in 
order toyerifie,althe places of his book,aſweltorthe ope« 
ing of the truth,as the manifeſtation of his fairh & honor, *- 
& therather becauſe the L. Biſh, had generally condem- | 
ned his whole booke. This ofter his Maieſty was coun- 
ſelled torereR, in that hee was certified by thoſe gear w! 
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reed this affayre,that ir ___ edto theL.of En,vwho 
accuſed him roimpugne ſuch places as him lift, wheras if 
the matter had bin handled vprightly,the publike intereſt 
was to know the truth ofthe book, & to proceed likewiſe 
in termes of juſtice, that it ought notro be judged as a c6» 
tra, by ſome clauſe;burrathertobee examined as an in« 
queſt, oye depoſition of wytneſles, that is to ſay of the 
Place; of y Fathers;amongſt which ifthere were ſome one 
lefle anſwerable,itmyght not for al that weake che ſolide 
proofe & perfection of the re(t., Burthetruth was,thatthe 

erpetual luſtre of the truth inthe aprobat16 of the places, 
ha made cauil &reproach forſhame to hide theirheads, 

The 2,was,that becanſe ſome one pretEded chat the firſt 
wastoo long,thatthe Commiſſ.ſhould examineonely the 
places of the booke which ſhouldbe impugned as falie by 
the L,Biſh & thatthoſe yy he excepred not aint, ſhuld 
be held for juſtifiable asrouching the letter; the intire au- 
thority remainingin the L. of Exr, roexaminethe ſence, 

A neceſſary meanes it it were ſought, to attaine vutorhe 
knowledge of the truth, fince that it was the queſtion as e« 
uer to examine y faith of the L.of Pleſiizinthe allegations 
of his book: yeralwaies without prejudice of the doctrine 
ot the Romaine church, ſince that the L.of Eareux was al» 
wates ina readinesto diſpute ypon the ſence. Yet was this 
rejected no leſſe thenthe former, and for the ſame cauſe; 
becauſe the placesnot impugnable,wold haue bin ſo ma. 
ny,as they wold hauc ouerſhadowed the reſt; & ſo flrong 
& eminent þ in preſence of their light, ſome places ſought 
out here & there,eyther indifferent,or of ſmal importance 
could not have appeared. * 

The $4 .thatiftheſe ewo were refuſed, it might pleaſe his 
Maieſty to appointthe L.Biſh,todeliuertotheL. of Plez, 
ſuchexceptions as he hadagainſt his book, but at leaſt the 
5©o, hainous,cuidet &litceral yntruths by him POR 
without 


without ouer-yrging them, tothe end that the ſaid L, of 
Pleſuss might prepare himſelfe to giue ſatisfaRion : the 
which he offered co performe 1n ten daies ,andto the end 
that notime mighthe loft, ro begin from the next mor. 
ning,and continue \euery day after,in explaining (in his 
Maieſties preſence)ſo many of his exrours as the houres & 
times would affoord him leaſure, 

A matter practiſed ordinarily in all juſtice, grounded 
vponthe offers made vnto him, and the expreſſe written 
words of the L.of Eureex, by reaſon he ſaiththat be hath 
coated them already : yet contrariwiſe calumnious, if hee 
had fo ſaid, yea thataſſuredly in that hee hath them not. 
And yet notwithſtanding all this reieted,vnder ſome fri- 
uolous aſpectes alleadged by the ſaid L. of Exrenx,which 
ſome held for ſound tealons;thar for hauing named 5.hun- 
dred,he was not bound to particulate them; That he kepe 
his word ifhenominated but ten, or leſle;and further that 
it were roo much troublefor him to write them, and ſuch 
like. 

But truely by a former reſolution betweene thoſe that 
managed this affayre,it was concluded, to giue the Lord of 
Eyreux:whatſocucraduantage hemight defire :andto de 
ny the ſayd Lord of Pleſsis T whatſocuer Tuſtice he could 
require ; ſo thathe might ſcratch either by right or wrong, 
ſomenumber ofplaces choſen out of fue thouſand and 
more, to inferre an appearaunce of preiudice againſt the 
whole booke, | -- | 

Thus this three meanes were in all humility propoſed 
ynto the King, by the Lord of Ple/5is , not onely by word 
of mouth, but.by a moſt humble petition alſo, the which 
his Maieſty commannded him to giue tothe Lord Chaun« 
ce]lor. But after he had preferred the equitye of hiscaule 
to his Maieſty by all theſereaſons , which to him ſeemed 
moſt requiſite, his aunſwere was that he would ſcnd for 
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the ſaid Lord Chancellor, and giue him commiſſion 
ro bring the Lords of Pleſs:rand Enreny to agree vp- 
on the forme: And preſently his Maieftic ſent tor then). 

The ſame day toward cuening, the L, Chancellor 
ſent forche L. of Pleſiur, and/began.to diſcovrſe-ymo 
him, thatthe King bad roldehimithat he had! cominir« 
ted tohim the charge ro warne the. ſayd L.'0F Pirfſis to 
be ready for the ſayd conlerence : and therefore chit it 
muſtneeds be that eyther his Maicſty had forgouento 
commaundhim,or bimſelte,to fpeaketo the fayd:Lord 
of Pleſns; 'Whercunto thee Lord of Pleſssr minſwered, 
that it ſufficed,in caſehe would remeniber (as hee did ) 
that hee hadnot ſpoken yatohim, 

Thus after ſunie ſpeaches, he delivered him the peti- 
tionthathe had preſented ro his Maicfty ; and becauſe 
there was ſome differei.ce about the forme , 'he- deſired 
himco vouchſafero conſider ypon the three aforeſayd 
offers. Butthe rwo formolt were abſulutelye rejected 
ynder pretence that the chalenger of falſehood might 
ſer vpon his party where heiſt : without reſpect thatthe' 
quethon concerned che quoration ofa booke, which(to 
ſpeake vprighily)helde of the nature, not cf a contract; 
but of an inqueſt: the diſputation was wholy: ſettled 
ypon the laſt. The ſayd L.of Pleſs1s POInng chat fith 
this matter was ſpoken of as to be handled in tearmes 
of Law,he being the Defendant,was nor to be denyed 
his Aduerſaries action of falſchood , thathemight an- 
ſwere thereunto , fith that vnder pretence of forme of 
lawe,he had benedenyed the examination ofthe whole 
booke, thereby to miniſter opportunitye to the L, of 
Eurenxtoimpugne him in what place helift, Andthat 
in this matter he looked for Tuſtice at the ſaid L.Chauns 
celors hands, which he aſſured himſelfe he very wel per- 
ceived in this his petition: otheryile, that beſides _ 
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he ſhould have cauſe to proteſt againſt the ſayd Lord of 
Eurenx vponſlaunder, bo ſhould vppon refuſal! of ſo 
lawfull conditions haue no lefſe argument todoubt of | 
roo manifeſt partiallity, | 
The end was this,that the ſayd Lord Chuuncellor ſent | 
for the ſayd L.of Eureux , with whom he ſpentſom* 3, 
quarters ofan houre; then comming into his Gal:ery, | 
where the L.of Pleſiis wayrted his inidi—es , hetolde him 
that the ſayd L.of| Eur, would not heare of the delivery 
of his ation of falſehood, muchlefle of his five hundred 
laces. That he did not hinke himſelfe bound therto by | 
is writing; thatthe writing ofchem wold aske a month 
and a halfe,or more : that incearmes of law torequire a | 


condition impoſſible,and not to yeeld co doe any thing, 
was all one,and matter alike, 

\The L of Plescreplyed,thar in his opinion hee craued 
bur right.before all Iudges whatſocuer ; that the Lord 
of Eureux inſhrinking from his propoſicion, for the ex» 
amination of the \whole booke, had bound himfſelte 
to his owne offer, thatin truth hee belceued'that hee 

' could not poſlltblyperforme the fue hundred yatrwhes 
» by himpromiſed: well might he peraducntuce deliver 
in hue hundred pretended, f1ch he had chein ready tolde; 
fith alſo thathauing anſwered his book, he had no more 
to doe but 9 draw them out : Otherwiſe how could he 
purge himlelfe of flaunder 2 Finally the L. Pleſsi: con» 
cluding thathe might not depart from this laſt courſe , 
, and that the ſaid (L, Chaunccllor (the next moraing) 
' Would makereport thereof to the King. 

Munday the firlt of May the L, of Ple{zis heard of 
nothing, bug thac the Lof Evienx (hill Rood ypon his 
denyall ro deliver his five hundred places, and {ill 
was at the Kingey elbow ro make him comprehend 
that this was not the way to come to his pretendedpurs 
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poſe : andthe ſame day there arrived the Prefidert of 
T hou,M. Pubon,M.Caſ-uborgandihe Phifition, Martin 
whom his Maieſtyhad moſt earneſtly ſent for ; The !aſt 
man of cheſe deing brought in bythe L.of Exrerx,could 
ne concea'e hispaſſion in this matter, but bare himſelie 
as aparty, Tothem did his Maieſty declare,thathe cal- 
ſedthem notto be Judges,but only interpreters, in caſe 
there ſhould grow an 4 conuringy + abouttte ſpeeches, 
but reſerited to himſelf the iudgement, And heere is to 
be noted,that only (a/aubon was of the religion; whereof 
notwithſtanding the L of Pleſzir made no inftance, 
Tewſday the ſecond of May, about eyght of the 
clocke at night,theL.Chauncellor ſentfor the [of Ple/. 
ro intimate vnto him the Kinges pleaſure, The ſumme 
was this, that the King had o:dained that the L, Biſhop 
of Eurexxe ſhould in his Maietties preſence open the 
booke,& ſhew vnto him one after another, thoſe places 
wherein he pretended falichood, tothe number of 5o, 
if time would ſo permit : whereto he muſt preſently aun» 
{were in order asthey ſhould be propounded : for ſayd 
he,it was tobe ſuppoſed that the ſayd Lord of Pleſtis 
hauing prodtced them, ſhould at all tymes bee ready 
toanſwere, (Heerelet the reader iudge what memory 
could bee capable of ſo many reaſons, preſently toaun- 
{were ſo many obieQions ; for muſt hee not bythar ac» 
count be alwayes prouided forall, albeithe were aſſaul. 
eed bur with ſome?) Moreouerthat if hee could not fit 
himſelt to this condition, his Maieſly was reſolued inhis 
owne preſence ro haue the falſehoods by the L. of Eur, 
pretended,ro be yerified in his abſence,rothe endtodes 
termine therof according as reaſon required: as alſo by 
his Randing vpon his words,he gaue himto vnderſtand 
tharhe conbleled more rigour thehe yet ſhewed;ſtil yr= 
ging ſundry times 5 he hadthatnightto reſolue himſelf, 
PEE. *h C 2 Neyther 
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Neyther didthe ſaid L.ofPle{.fayle to lay open vnto 
him the extrearmity of this condition , which could not 
| be ſo preciſely inzpoſed ypon himy but with a manifeſt 
| reſolution ro oppreſle the ttuth inhis perſon . 1 hat if {| 
hee did not plainely perceive a match made , hee could {| 
. wellenough brooke any condition: © bat that he mult 
needes be blinde , if hee could not perceme the ſame 
throughoutthew hole progrefle of this matter. Likewiſe 
that that was the onely cauſe that hee ſtood (o Redfalt 
vpon hisdemaund. Asfor theexamining of his booke 
behinde his backe, ſo as it might bee duely perfor- 
medin his abſeace,the more ſhould bee his honour : it 
vnduely, the lefle reproach; as alſo ſuchas ſhould haue 
charge,ſhouldbeare the greater burden, as well in ho- 
| nour as Conſcience. | 
| Neuerthelefſ*, that all the world might ſee that hee 
proceeded beyond all reaſon,onely ypon a defire that his 
Maielty might bee the more plainely enforme(d of his 
\ hincerity and iuftice, hee deliuered a fourth propoſition, 
; which in writing hee delivered to the L. Chauncelor, 
tothis effec; Thar he would bee content that the L'of 
Eurei.x ſhould configne inco the handeFof the Preſi- 
dents,of Thou & Calhgnos,eyther of the Prelident Thou 
oo (becauſe Calgnes was licke) his 5. hundred preten. 
ded yntrathes, cothe cnde thar daylyhee might 10 hys | 
Majeſties preſence anſwere vato fifry of them, accor. 
ding to the order of the booke, that ſo much the more *' 
eafily he might prepare himſelfe for thoſe thar follow: 
with condition [likewiſe that yponthe breaking off of 
this c6terence;rhe ſame might be returned intothe hands 
ofthe Lord Pleſis, The which propoſition the fayd L. 
Chauncelorreceiued,to report thereof to his Maieſty;& 
thereofto giue himanſwere. 


This matterthus reportedtothe King vpon WeymE 
| ay 


13 
day morningthe3 , of May, and conſultation holler 
with the Lord of Earenx, they procured the King to 
bee incenled vypon this; thatthe layd Lordof Plr/]i5 re 
quired that the fue lnindred pretended yntruths ſhould 
be commitred intothe handsof my L, the Prefident of 
Thou; Thatit might contenthim to haue them commit. 
tedintohis Maicities hands, who had truſted him with 
greater matters ; that. his enemies had taken no ſurer 
gadge then his owne word ; much rather therefore 
ſhould a Seruauat, yeacuen a houſholde ſeruant ; thus 
ouerthrowing the {ubltaunce of his reaſons with theyr 
great words, 

Hereuponthe L,of Pleſſs being ſentfor intothe Gal- 
lery at Fontaime-bleau,xeceiued this ſecond decree at the 
mouth of the L, Chauncellor; That he ſhould in the 
Kings preſence aun{wereto the places propounded by 
the Lord of Eurexx,vpon the opening of his bookes,as 
is atorelayd:  ocherwiſethat if he would not accept of 
this condicion,bis Maielty would cauſe the booke to be

Many circumſtances myght heere be added, as to»

endethat heereafter the force of the truth may appeare, 
as nodoubt it will, inthat there was nothing omitted 
that might darkenthe ſame ; andyet in it ſelfe it will 
finde brighenefle enough to pierce through all darke» 
neſle, 

About one ofthe clocke after midnight the Lord of 
(aftelhnan brought the 60, places : this was but a waſt- 
ing of hys tyme, Abouttwo of the clocke he had the 
bookes of the Lord Exrenx brought him : (For ye muſt 
note that hee had none there ) the places were quo« 
ted ſimply , Carolnus e Magnus p. 816. Scotus p. 869, 
Duranans p. 870. &c. without note of falſchood,and 
without any explanation. The Lord of Pleſſic neuers« 
theleſle rogether with the difficulty ofhis hight, doth 
in haſt peruſe them co the number of nineteene, Abour 
lixe ofthe clocke inthe morning the Lord of Exrenxre- 
demaundeth his bookes: at eyght of the clocke hee is 
commaunded to appeare.

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Now againe growes another difficulcy ; the tord of
